Almost Entirely Destroyed in Sixteen 


Provinces, While Winter Grain 


Shows Serious Deficiency. 


Washington. Feb. 17.—The official 


report on foreign crop conditions re- 
ceived from the statistical agent of 
the department of agriculture at Lon- 
don, under date nf Feb. 1, shows un- 
seasonably mild 
weather 
In 
most 


parts of Europe during the greater 
part of January. 
Official Russian re- 


ports dated latu In December repre- 
sent that a serious deficiency In win- 
ter grain Is highly probable In most of 
European Russia, crops being almost 
entirely destroyed In sixteen provinces 
and poor In others. 


The Hungarian autumn-sown crops 


are generally poor and the area less 
extensive. In Rotimanla and Bulgaria 
the crop outlook Is rather favorable. 


The Spanish wheat crop of 1902 Is 


estimated at 123,439,9,-,0 bushels, or 
nearly G.000,000 In excess of tht prevl- 
oils year, while Italy's wheat crop Is 
25,000,000 short of 1901. 


In the third week of January tho 


weather In France took a change tor 
the worse, so far na crops were con- 
cerned. 
In Great Britain reports on 


tho growing crop were favorable. Tho 
fin*! official figures of production of 
tho German empire for 1902 as against 
1901 follow:

THE SPREAD OF RENAISSANCE 


How the Movement Developed In the 


Countries of Northern and 


Western Europe. 


Many members of the Monday club 


turned their backs on cheerful homes, 
Monday evening, and braved the bit- 
ter cold rather than miss one of 
the 


lectures given by Miss Louise Pholps 
Kellogg, of'Madison, in her series on 
the Renaissance ami tho Reformation. 
Her topic for tills latest lecture was 
tho spread of the Renaissance with 
Northern Europe; Erasmus and the 
Humanists. 


Direct Results 


After briefly surveying ' the con- 


ditions which prevailed In Northern 
Italy after tho 
French 
Invasion, 


which was tho beginning of tho end 
of Italian freedom and Independence, 
Miss Kellogg spoke of its direct re- 
sults. 
Early in tho sixteenth cen- 


tury the Htrong nations which had 
boon strengthening armies while Italy 
•was devoting her energies to culture 
camo to a clash, with Italy as 
tno 


battle ground on which was fought 
out tho rivalry between Prance. Spain 
nnd Germany. 
The largest portion 


of Italy fell to Spain and for a long 
time that nation had a 
paramount 


and deadly Influence on Italian cul- 
ture. 
The spirit of the renaissance 


was too powerful to die out at once 
but it yielded gradually. 
Italy never 


regained its political power tinni it 
again camo into prominence In 
tno 


nineteenth century under the house 
of Savoy. 


Dtit the results were not all ovll. 


The nations of northern Europe, in 
a sense despising Italy for her lack 
of military skill, wore taken captive 
by her culture and took it home with 
them. 
As a result, the spirit of tho 


renaissance spread through northern 
and western Europe. 


French Renaissance 
In Franco was It especially felt. 


The Intercourse between Franco nnd 
Italy had been very close and even 
before tho invasion French students 
had become interested in tho revival 
of tho classics. 
They contributed 


but little, however, and 
the French 


renaissance was the product of the 
sixteenth and not of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. 
Soon after the invasion 
the 


French began to Impart artists 
as 


well ns their works. 
The Italians 


loved the classics for their own sake 
and for their beauty and strove 
to 


secure the latest and most artistic 
ones. 
The French had tho Insane 


for philology. 
They were anxious to 


get the exact text of the classics and 
searched for the older manuscripts. 
They were scientific humanists and 
edited the writings and got out gram- 
mars HO necessary to the study 
of 


tho classics by tho future generations. 


Another 
characteristic 
of 
the 


French renaissance was 
the archi- 


tecture. When this movement touch- 
ed tho French borders, tho 
GO...IC 


architecture wnlch had Its origin In 
Franco In the thirteenth century, ban 
worked Itself out. 
The Gothic stylo 


Is religious, the Italian renaissance 
style is secular and tho French work- 
ed it out In their castles, their coun- 
try houses nnd chateaux. 


Spain Is Not Influenced 


It took a long time for the renais- 


sance spirit to roach Its height In 
Franco and it Is difficult to find any 
trace of it In Spain which had at 
that time reached Its period of great- 
est religions and political prominence. 
What Is found Is purely Imitative. One 
reason was that then; was no groat 
library for tho scholars to gather in. 
It was also a characteristic of 
the 


Spanish reserve to develop by thorn- 
Helves and the third reason was the 
blighting influence ot 
the Spanish 


Inquisition. 


In Eastern Europe 


The renalsanco 
movement 
was 


greeted with enthusiasm 
In eastern 


Europe, In Hungary and 
Bohemia, 


but it was barmy a part of the nation- 
al growth. 
In Germany it took a 


greater hold especially In that part 
which had been in close touch with 
Italy commercially. 
It 
followed 


about the same course as In France. 
Two or three classes were Interested 
In scholarship. 
Some of the great- 


est humanists nnu best scholars were 
princes. 
In Germany tho study ot 


Hebrew as well as of Greek took a 
deep hold. 


Attitude of Universities 


Italian nnd French 
universities 


were 
hostile toward the renalsanco 


spirit and strongly opposed to 
the 


teaching of Greek. 
In Gorman uni- 


versities it was entirely different and 
they were the centers of both the ren- 
aissance nnd reformation movements 
One peculiar characteristic -of 
tho 


Gorman development of the renais- 
sance was its serious nature. The Ger- 
man artists 
deveiopo- t.io 
second 


great school of art outside of Italy. 


In England 


England was the third country on 


which the renaissance made a deep 
Impression, having its greatest out- 
burst in the art of poetry. While the 
'Italian spirit had a great Influence on 
the poetry of Shakespeare. 
Aiuion 


and Spencer, still the English genius, 
•was distinctively original. 


In The Netherlands 


Meanwhile the Netherlands develop- 


ed a high typo of civilization 
and 


tho only great. Independent school of 
art In which the direct influence of 
Italy cannot be traced. 
Oil painting 


was discovered here and 
tho Flem- 


ish school was the first groat one out- 
side of Italy. 
Here was born a man 


who was typical of the northern ren- 
aissance culture, Erasmus, its great- 
est scholar. 
MlKH Kellogg closed nor 


lecture^'ith a tribute to this true cos- 
mopolite .with is curious personality 
and Its nlonrknhle 
contradictions. 


She recommenced him as a most in- 
teresting character to study.

The new Department of Commerce 


will have the unique distinction of 
dealing with the largest commercial 
Interests of the world. 
In domestic 


exports. In manufactures, «n transpor 
tatlon. and In Internal commerce the 
United States Is at he head of the 
world's list of great nations. Some 
figures Just compiled by the Treasur} 
Bureau of Statistics, which by tho 
new law becomes a part of the De- 
partment of Commerce, estimate the 
Internal commerce of t~o country at 
twenty billions of dollars, or equal 
to the entire International commerce 
of'the world. 


In arriving at this estimate of t-0.- 


000.000.000 for the Internal commerce 
of the United Slates, the Bureau of 
Statistics Includes only one transac- 
tion In each article produced, while, 
in fact, a very large number of the 
articles produced pass through the 
hands of several "middlemen" be- 
tween those of the producer and those 
of the consumer. 
The estimate Is 


based upon the figures of the Census, 
which put the total value of manu- 
factures In 1900 at 
$13,000,000,000; 


those of agriculture at nearly J4.000,- 
000.000. and those of minerals about 
Jl.000.000.000. 
Adding to these tho 


product of the fisheries, the total 
value of the products of tho great 
Industries in 1900 would be 18 billions 
of "dollars, and the rapid growth in 
all lines of industry since 1900, es- 
pecially In manufacturing, seems to 
justify the conclusion that even a 
single transaction in all products of 
the country would produce an aggre- 
gate for 1902 of fully 20 billions of 
dollars.

Stark Will Take Sugar Beet Contracts 


at Walter Helms' Store on

Hock county's alloted beet sugar 


acreage has been Increased to meet 
the demands of the multitude 
of 


farmers who wlsli to raise a crop of 
tlio saccharine beets this 
sinnmor. 


Only five hundred acres were

He served In the olllci- 
of the fourth assistant postmaster 
general, and when In ISDii a vacancy 
occurred In the staff , at tho \Vhlto 
House he was transferred on the rec- 
ommendation of Assistant Postmaster 
General Hobert S. Maxwell. Here ho 
Bervcd with great ability, and was In 
time promoted to the post of assistant 
secretary to the president. On the re- 
tirement for 111 health of J. Addlson 
Porter Mr. Cortelj-ou was promoted 
to the place of secretary to the presi- 
dent, which place he has held ever 
since. 


Place for Garfield. 


^Mr. Cortelyou will be succeeded by 


William Loeb, who has been assistant 
secretary to the president since tho 
accession of President Roosevelt.

Including com- 
plete substitutes for sections 0 and 7 
of the house bill. .
